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ATR POUCH 


During the month of December, relations between Point IV and SiG 
showed continued cooperation with the signing of the Program Agreement 
in Health and Sanitation and the Rural Community Development Projects 
Agreement, Numerous conferences were held with such officials as the 
Minister of Finance, Deputy Minister of Finance, Minister of Health, 
and officials of the various departments of Government. Definite interest 
was expressed by these officials in the kind of work Point IV id doing and 
plans on doing in cooperation with SAG. 


Dr, Samuel S, Stratton terminated his relations with Point IV follow- 
ing completion of one year as Country Director on December 20 and Mr. 
John A. Dunaway was appointed Acting U. S. Director in Saudi Arabia as of 
the same date, 


Early in December, Mr. Edns and Mr. Moon returned from a long trip 
to the Asir and Asir-Tihama in the company of Brow, Jackson and Daugherty 
of the Natural Resources Division. 


Agricultural possibilities in these regions were studied and plans are 
being formulated concerning Agriculture's contributions to the Rural 
Community Development Projects proposed for Wadi Itwad, and El Darb, During 
the remainder of the month, work continued on drawing up a program for the 
Division. 


Processing of trainees for U. S. training was completed for six candi- 
dates from Saudi Arabia during November and December. SAG is beginning to 
show interest in this phase of education in contrast to the rather indiffer- 
ent attitude of the past. The School of Commerce of Jidda continued to grow 
with enrollment reaching 90 and two part-time teachers being added to the 


staff. Dr. Dolley was in from December 11 to January 2, studying 
training facilities and buying school supplies and equipment. 
NATURAL 


Besides accompanying agricultural technicians to the Asir, Natural 
Resources Division personnel worked at mapping locations for water gaging 
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stations on Wadis Gizan and Abha and collaborated with the SAG contracted 
company on a drilling program for water at Yenbo, Murwaih and Gizan, 


The drilling program has been retarded due to the fact that several rigs 
lack trucks to haul them, Trucks on order in the U. S. have not been shipped 
because of a letter of credit problen, 


Studies of potentially commercial~size deposits of metallic and non- 
metallic mineral depoits north-east of Jidda were begun. Topographic maps 
a the Taif area were delivered by the Contractor, Field work necessary for 

report on the Abha, Asir dam site was completed, A joint Point 
TVichee! Baker Jr., Inc., report on the feasibility of check dams at Riyadh 
was néarly finished. Road routes to the Asir and Tihama were studied and 
plans made for a topographic map of all possible routes, 


SAG officials made requests during the month for well-drilling work at 
Qunfida and in the Northern Hejaz. 





On December 3, the new Tariff went into effect and Mr. Dunaway spent 
most of the time during the month with Jidda Customs helping to clarify its 
provisions guch as classification of commodities, A draft of a proposed 
"bill of import entry' was prepared in cooperation with the Customs Committee 
and work continued on drafting a set of regulations governing the standard 
certified invoice, 


Mr. Kennedy spent the early part of the month in Hasa Province helping 
to introduce the Tariff and studying difficulties which might make later 
tariff revision necessary. 


A complete index in Arabic, specifying items of tariff wder which each 
commodity falls, was started, 


Arrangements to send the SAG liaison Office Accountant~Interpretor to 
Mecca were completed. He has spent two weeks studying accounting system, 


PUBLIC T:ALTH AND SANITATION 


During the month, conferences were held by Mr. Ferguson with many 
officials of the Ministry of Health and visits were made to three private 
and three government hospitals in Jidda, two in Taif and the Quarantine 
Station now being built in Jidda. Contacts were also established with WHO 
personne] doing malaria control work and advising on quarantine problems, 
As the venereal disease control team is established in Mecca, contact with 
them must be delayed until they come to Jidda. 


Two joint projects are to be proposed to the Minister of Health: The 
training of laboratory technicians locally with TCA purchasing some laboratory 
equipment; the construction of pit privies in primary schools with TCA 
providing certain necessary tools and equipment. The Minister of Health has 


verbally requested that the construction of a central laboratory at Taif to 
manufacture vaccines, serums and anti-toxins and for public health laboratory 
services be made a joint project. The Ministry has been requested to put the 
proposal in writing and outline the project in detail. 


TRANSPORTATION AND COMMUNICATION 


Work on the Railroad Survey has been progressing with procurement of 
needed equipment, drawing up of work plans and recruitment of personnel pro- 
ceeding. 


RURAL COMUNETY DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS 


Conferences have been held between SAG and Point Four personnel and by 
Point Four technicians concerning methods of putting into operation these 
projects. Plans are progressing concerning work to be done, personnel needed 
and setting up some type of time schedule. 


Mr. E, R. Fryer, Assistant Administrator, NEADS, spent several days 
in Jidda going over various phases of the program,

POINT IV NOVEMBER REPORT - SAUDI ARABIA 
— 


UUTRODUCTION 


November saw definite progress made in a number of areas. Of greatest 
importance was the signing of three Program and two Project Agreements. 


The presence of Field Chiefs for all Divisions meant that the Saudi Arabian 
Program could now begin to function effectively with programs and projects 
planned in detail in all areas, Equipping and supplying groups for field 
trips took up several days at the beginning of the month. Various groups 
left Jidda in the latter part of the month to carry on studies and surveys 
and to do actual field work. 


NATURAL RESOURCES 


The month was a busy one with a number of short field trips undertaken and 
longer trips prepared for, With the arrival of Mr. Richard Bogue and Mr, 
Gus Goudarzi, Myning Geologists, the Division is at full strength as planned 
for the coming year, Donald Daugherty spent several days in Riyadh and Kharj, 
at the request of SAG, studying water problems, A report, not yet submitted 
to SAG, details the problems of salvaging surface runqoffs and the problem 
of sedimentation. Due to the lack of data concerning flows and the high 
sedimentation rate as shown by the silted condition of dams previously 
constructed, studies must be continued before construction can be recommended, 
Glen Brown also spent several days at Riyadh on the same problems, 


On November 9, Roy Jackson left with Baker drilling technician, Mr. Major, 
to locate proposed water well sites for the FAO Project at Qizan, Tihama-Asir, 
He will be gone for about one month, 


Bogue and Goudarzi took a number of short thips studying mineral formations 
near Jidda including the proposed site of a cement plant, They also visited 
the Government mine at Dham and SAMS mine at Mahad Dhab. 


Brown, accompanied by Dougherty; and Edens and Moon of the Agricultural 
Division left November 19th on a trip to Wadi Itwad and Abha to study 
both communities as related to the Community Development Projects embracing 
water resources, agriculture, health, education and related factors. The group 
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went down the coastal road, intending to study the wadis. Following this, they 
would climb the escarpment by foot, using donkeys and camels for transport of 
@quipment. At Abha, studies would be made of a site at which the SAG contemplates 
building a dam. The party would return from Abha, in trucks sent there from 
Jidda, vie the inland route. It is possible that Brown or Daugherty will go to 
Qizan before returning to Jidda. 


AGRICULTURE 


Edens and Moon took a number of trips in the vicinity of Jidda to study 
agricultural potentialities and developments in this area. Limited lend and 
water supplies make agriculture] development difficult in the Hejaz. However, 
a number of small projects are contemplated in Wadi Kulais and adjoining wadis. 
On November 19th, Sdens and Moon left for Wadi Itwad and Abha with Glen Brown 
of the Natural Resources Division. 


EDUCATION 


The Commerical School continues to expand with enrollment nearing 80 night 
students. A part-time teacher has been provided by Point IV and Dr. Dolley 
plans to add another part-time teacher to the staff. He is pushing the trainee 
grant program and expects to have a number of Saudi Arabian students training 
in the United States in a short time, The whole training program is being 
subjected to a careful study. It is not certain that the present method of 
awarding trainee grants is the most productive of results, 


PUBLIC NISTRATION AND G ENT SERVIC 
Tariff 


Qn November 21, the new Tariff was issued in the form of a Royal Decree, 
signed by H.R.H. the Crown Prince, on behalf of the King, This tariff law 
is a major Point IV achievement and is the work of John Dunaway and Robert 
Kennedy, The new tariff law, entitled "The Tariff Ordinance of 1372", has 
a number of important changes - namely: Wider use of ad valorem duties; 
equitable taxes on imports; general lowering of rates; modern tariffs 
schedule; concise descriptions; single taxation; prohibition against additional 
taxes; alternate basis of value; further Royal approval unnecessary; conversion 
of currencies provision; specification of coin or coins acceptable for payment 
of duty and elimination of export and transit duties. 


+ and Account 


Permission is being sought for Mr. Affifi, Accountant-translator, to 
go to Mecca to make a study of accounting operations and systems. John Stacy 
has been analyzing the Royal Order #140, issued by H.R.H. the Crown Prince, 
as it regards improvement of budgetary control, The Order includes a general 
reorganization of the Finance Ministry and the setting up of a new Economic 
Council, a Department of Oil Affairs and a new Haj Department, 
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With the arrival of Gerald Ferguson, Chief of the Division, work in health 
and sanitation is expected to take definite form. A Medical Doctor, a 
Malariologist, and a Sanitarian are being recruited for this program, 


TRANSPORTATION AND COMMUNICATION 


Following the signing of the Transporation and Communication Program 
Agreement and the Railway Survey Project Agreement, preliminary work is 
starting on the Railway Survey. Mr. Charles Buck of the International 
Engineering Company, which has contracted to make the survey, arrived in 
Jidda and has held several conferences with Dr. Stratton and Mr. Sinclair. 


Consideration is being given to the matter of Point IV and SAG cooperatively 
improving the coast section of the Jidda~Darb-\Jadi Itwad-Qizan roadway. Plans 
for such work awaits reports of the members of the Natural Resources and 
Agricultural Division who are now in the Asir, 


AGREEMENTS 


On November 10, the Program Agreements in Agriculture, Transportation and 
Communication and Natural Resources and the Project Agreements for the Railway 
Survey and the Aerial Survey were signed by Abdullah Suliaman, Minister of 
Finance, representing SAG and Raymond Hare, American Ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia and Dr. Samuel S, Stratton, U. 8. Director of TCA in Saudi Arabia, 
representing the United States Government, 


The Program Agreements in Education and Public Health and Sanitation are 
expected to be signed shortly as is also the Rural Community Development 
Project Agreement, The signing of these Agreements is indicative of the 
progress being made in Saudi Arabia towards drawingup a well rounded program 
under most difficult conditions. It is also demonstrative of a certain change 
of attitude on the part of SAG towards Point IV in Saudi Arabia, Certain 
groups are antagonistic to the program. However, at this time the Finance 
Minister is giving strong support as he has in the past. It is now hoped that 
progress can be made towards working up more concrete Project Agreements 
than has been possible in the past. The feeling at this time is that Point IV 
has solved some of its most difficult problems and that in the future we can 
concentrate on undertaking and completing a series of carefully conceived projects, 
The program in Saudi Arabia is a small one. However, to date its achievements 
have not been few. It seeks to keep from concentrating in Jidda and to have 
its technicians in the field, Anyone knowing the harsh conditions under which 
a field technician must work in Saudi Arabia will appreciate what this means, 
Field parties go out fully equipped to maintain themselves for a week or a 
month, In most areas, supplies are unobtainable once Jidda has been Hit behind, 
Field work means camping the desert or mountains. It means technicians are 
separated from their families for days or weeks at a time. However, if Point IV 
in Saudi Arabia is to be successful, these conditions cannot be avoided, It 
has been difficult to get a program accepted and underway. For this reason, 
the program has developed slowly and the staff has been kept to the minimun 
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Saudi Arabia was represented at the Rome Conference by U. S. Director, 
Dr. Samuel S, Stratton; Acting Executive Officer, Mr, Edward F. Sinclair; 
and Secretary, Miss Lavonne Swearingen. Mr. Edward Betzig was Acting U.S, 
Director in the absence of Dr. Stratton. 


There has been no opportunity to report on this Conference to the staff 
due to the high percentage of personnel who are away from Jidda on field trips. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Housing continues to be a difficult problem in Jidda, although it is expected 
that it will ease in the next few months. Even with housing available, there 
remains the problem of getting water tanks installed and of being assured of 
electricity from the already over-taxed municipal light plant,

Degpite the heat, lack of fans and 
relatively crowded quarters, Mr. Adel Kiblawl, Assistant Director, reports great 
student enthusiasm,

Attitudes and Comments. President Eisenhower's announcement of a 
cut in the U.S. foreign aid program evoked adverse comments. 

Editors criticized the "misplaced" emphasis on military assistance 
and regretted that the amount of economic and technical aid was 

"so small", The Times of India commented that "an overall reduction 
in economic aid will be hard to reconcile with the promise held out 
in President Zisenhower's speech, that part of the money saved from 
defence would be diverted to aiding under-developed countries". 
Hindustan Times said: "Against this military aid, the provision of 
about $455 million in economic and Point Four aid..,.appears almost 
pittance. What makes it all the more odd is that recognition of the 
need to contain Communism by raising the standard of living of the 
peoples in backward areas has not been lacking in American official 
thought", 


The Congressional Ifission's report that aid to India and Pakistan 
would be ineffective unless the two countries settled their 
differences was severely criticized. Typical coment in the Leader 
was: "India will not accept U.S. aid on the condition that she. 
must comply with Pakistani wishes irrespective of whether they are 
reasonable or unreasonable", lLditors blamed the Western "block", 

to which the U.S. supplies inspiration, for the "failure" to help 
solve the Kashnir and canal water issues. 


Adequate coverage was given the visits of Secretary of State Dulles 
and Mutual Security Director Stassen. Papers generally frontpaged 
their conferences with GOI officials and Mr. Stassen's tour of the 
Sonepat Community Project. The fact that Secretary Dulles conferred 
with Prime Minister Nehru three times was considered of particular 
Significance. Speculation of some columnists was that the Five 
Year Plan would receive U.S. assistance on a three-year program 
instead of annually. 


The press also showed favorable interest in the visit of Adlai 
Stevenson, and Ambassador Allen's view about the desirability of 
more aid to India. 


Activity by Host Government (and Public Press). Wide publicity was 
given to the Planning Commission's progress report on the first two 


years of the Five Year Plan presented to Parliament, GOI published 
a booklet on the report for public sale. Progress reports of 
community projects, featured almost daily by the press, spoke of 
great strides made toward development. The news stories emphasized 
what was called "new ray of hope spreading among villagers after 
centuries of stagnation". V.T. Krishnamachari, Deputy Chairman of 


ee 


Planning Commission, stressed the same point in a pamphlet, Le., 
that the change of outlook among the villagers wes the most in- 
portant objective that the community project program should seel: 
to obtain. 


In its Engineering Supplement of May 21, the Statesman carried a 
report on lignite mining in South India which mentioned the services 
of U.S. technicians. In the seme issue was an article on Sindri's 
expansion plans with special reference to TCA assistance. 


Activity by USIS-TCA. USIS issued a press release on lay 8, repro- 
duced in some papers, that 30 Indian farmers had arrived in 
Washington for a six-month visit, during which time they would live 
and work with young American farmers. 


The two issues May of the American Reporter carried articles on M.S. 
Director Stassen's visit to Rohtek village, Paul Hoffman's eomen- 
dation of the Five Year Plan, Bombay students' voluntary efforts in 
villages, National Extension Service, Adlei Stevenson's praise for 
India's plens, the Damodar Valley Project, and Indo-U.S. Operational 
Agreements, 


Audio-Visual leterials 


Motion Pictures. Answer prints of two movies, "Fishing For Food" 
and "Malaria Control", made under the joint USIS-TCA program have 
been approved, ilork has begun on sound, music and narration for 
"Village lifelines" (how a village built a road cooperatively); and 
two subjects are ready for filming. 


Due to shortage of raw stock, delivery of additional language prints 
of USIS films made locally in 1952 has been held up. Production 
will be resumed by Ama, Ltd., on arrival of stock now on order, 


Strip Films. John Sewall, Visual Education Officer, visited 
Bangalore, Madras State to direct and train Ama Ltd, photographers 
in film strip production, doing an actual production on "Improving 
Poultry". 


TCA/FID assistance will be provided for experimental development 
work on low-cost film strip projectors, both carbide and kerosene, 
to be carried out by the National Physical Laboratory. If success- 
ful models are perfected, they will be available for manufacture 
and use on a world-wide basis. The homemade model, using carbide 
gas for illumination, was developed by A.N. Basu, Principal of the
